Sealy Legs: 

Soaly legs or ‘‘scabs”’ are the work of 
& minute parasite, and can be easily re- 
moved. Mix one table-spoenful of coal- 
oil with half an ounce of lard, and rub it 
well into the legs. Do this twice a week 
fur two weeks and the legs will be clean. 
The coal oil changes the color toa white 
fer a little while on some fowls; but af 
preferred a table spoonful of sulphur may 
be mixed with the lard instead of the 
coal oil, which wil remove the scales 
without ditcoloration, but nerther remedy 
should be usea in damp weather.

A Talk With The Leviathan Till- 
er of Brandon. 


> 


Captain. 


Mr. J. W. Sandison, of the mammoth 
grain farm at Brandon, was in the city 
yesterday and returned home last night. 
To a representative of the Free Press Mr. 
Sandison said: 

*T am pu ung in crop 3,300 acres this 
year, of which 2,800 acres will be in 
wheat. 1,80 acres are up to date seed- 
ed. Asseon as we get through chere I 
am going with my full gang, thirty men 
and thir y teams, to Carievale, which is 
some seventy miles southwest of Brandon 
on the way to the coaltields, where it is 
my intention to break up three sections 
of land to be ready for cropping in ‘93. 
At the prosent time accommodation snd 
stabling are being run up for the cutét. 
I have the greatest faith in the future 
development of that part of the country. 
I had a homestead there some eight yeary 
ago. 

Asked as to immigration, Mr. Sandison 
replied: *‘] believe we wre just on the 
tide of a very large immigration; every 
thing to my mind pvints in that direction. 
People in the old countries are beginning 
to believe in the northwest again. To- 
day, at home, Australiais out of favor, 
which fact, of course, will benefit our im- 
migration pro»peotsa. Some men came 
out with me this spring who had pre- 
viously been in Australia, and returned 
disappointed t. England. If only the 
Dominion government did as inuch as the 
C. P. R. for immigration, this country 
would suon be peopled. Last year the 
harvest excursions from Ontario did a 
power of good; numbers of young Ont- 
ariv farmers have returned this spring, 
after viewing the land of promise Last 
fall, brought a team with them, and mean 
staying. On my return to Brandon this 
spring, I found over 200 letters waiting 
forine from young men, wanting to know 
where they could place them elves to 
best advantage or in search of employ- 
ment.”
